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In a decision mailed herein on 28 August 2006, applicant's renewed petition for revival 
under 37 CFR 1.137(b) was dismissed without prejudice for failure to satisfy all the requirements 
for a grantable petition. Specifically, applicant had not provided an adequate showing that the 
entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the required reply until the filing of 
a grantable petition was unintentional. 

On 20 Septeniber 2006, applicant filed the second renewed petition considered herein. 
The submission includes a new statement from current counsel, confirming the unsuccessful 
attempts to contact prior counsel regarding the delay, and it also includes a statement from 
applicant's German agent confirming that applicant never intended to abandon the present 
application. These statements, in combination with the previously filed materials, satisfy the 
requirement of 37 CFR 1.137(b)(3), the final outstanding requirement for a grantable petition. 

Applicant's second renewed petition for revival under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is GRANTED.
